People Who Should Be Careful 


They Uae th« Kapld Uft*. 


The general use of rapid traveling ele- 


vators is having an effect upon the peo- 
ple who use thorn that is causing a good 
deal of speculation as to whether it i» 
safe for a person having a weak heart to 
ride up and down on them habitually. 
Some persons believe that the rapid mo- 
tion and sudden stops are liable to pro- 
duce heart disease. Doctors are not posi- 
tive on the subject, but their opinions 
seem to lend color to the theory that a 
person with a weak heart should not 
ride frequently on such elevators. 


"This is certainly a very interesting 


Question," said Dr. Thomas J. Mays, 
who makes diseases of the heart a 
specialty. "I have heard people com- 
plaining of a sinking feeling in these 
rapid transit elevators, but whether the 
movement of the elevator has any effect 
on the heart or not I am not prepared to 
say. When a person's heart is diseased 
in any way the slightest change of en- 
vironment will affect it, of course. The 
movement of the elevator causes a 
change of environment, but it may or 
may not cause an aggravation of the 
heart trouble. 
Doubtless it quickens 


the movement of the heart, but without 
investigation of .the subject it would 
seem to me that the movement of a 
rapid transit elevator would only affect 
those persons whose hearts are affected. 
However, I am not prepared to give an 
opinion without study of the question." 


Dr. Prank Woodbury, another physi- 


cian who gives heart troubles special 
attention, also said be had not studied 
the question, but he was rather inclined 
to think the movement of a rapid transit 
elevator would affect a person; "but," 
said he, "I think it would have more 
effect on the nerves than on the heart. 1 
came down in one of those elevators 
this morning with a lady, and she com- 
plained of a sinking feeling, as if she 
was going to faint. Not having given 
the matter any serious consideration, j 
am not prepared to give an opinion, but 
I should think nervous people would 
very probably be affected by the sudden 
and swift upward or downward motion 
of an elevator." 


Dr. John B. Shoemaker was another 


physician who declined to express an 
opinion. "I have heard the matter dis- 
cussed," said he, "but I have not given 
it personal attention. The motion of a 
rapid elevator undoubtedly has a tem- 
porary effect on seme peopfc, but whether 
it affects the heart permanently or not 
I cannot say." 


Another physician said that many 


persons' nerves and hearts are affected 
by the excessive use of tobacco, and the 
rapid motion of the elevator will always 
affect them. The heart is always af- 
fected by the constant use of tobacco, 
and its movement easily quickened by 
excitement of any kind. This is espe- 
cially the case with persons of a nervous 
temperament, and those persons always 
have sinking feeling when a rapid transit 
elevator suddenly 
starts or stops. 


Whether these rapid transit elevators 
have a permanent effect upon the heart 
or nerves, he would not venture an 
opinion.—Philadelphia Record.

Valor Amber to Imitate Jewel*. 


Amber is often seen carved into ele- 


gant forms in ancient Etruscan jewelry. 
The magnificent necklace known as the 
Prince de Canino's, the masterpiece of 
the Etruscan goldsmith, has pendants of 
alternate beetles of sardonyx and amber. 
Juvenal represents his patron displaying 
at his feast a bowl embossed with beryls 
ani raised work of amber. Pliny re- 
cords the fact that it was used to imi- 
tate all the transnarent stones, especial- 
ly the amethyst.—Philadelphia Times. 


Wby Some Corks Are Made by Hand, 
The reason for making champagne 


corks by hand is curious and interesting. 
The cork machine is provided with cir- 
cular knives of razorUke edge. Now, the 
crude cork is so rough and hard that if 
it were applied to one of these rapidly 
revolving knives the knife would at once 
be ruined. So crude cork that is to be 
cut by machinery must be softened in a 
steam vat. It comes out almost pulpy 
and cuts like cheese. But the steam 
takes the "life" out of the cork. Its 
elasticity is gone, never to be recovered, 
and when the machine cut cork is 
driven into a bottle the cork tends to 
shrink and permit leakage. 


Furthermore, the machine made cork 


is mathematically round, while the 
necks of bottles are more or less irregu- 
lar. As the machine made cork has lost 
its elasticity, its smooth, rouud surface 
cannot swell out to fill any irregularity 
in the neck of the bottle, and here ia an- 
other source of leakage.—New York 
Sun.

BY TELEGRAPH! 


The twelve Superior Judges of Sau 


Francisco elected Judge Troutt, one of 
their number, for Presiding Judge, for 
the year 1893. 
The citizens in mass 


meeting, respectfully requested the te- 
electiou of Judge Wallace. Hud appointed 
a comma*-- '^ so inform lhe judges, t>u*v 
the Utter staled that they wore complied 
to be governed by precedent aud select a 
new Presiding Judge each year. 


Mr. Gibbs, one of. the Committee ap- 


pointed to call upon the Court and urge 
tho re-election of Judge Wallace, said he 
and his associates represented the gen- 
eral sentiment of the people of San Fran- 
cisco, as expressed by the meeting which 
appointed them, and he regretted exceed- 
ingly t'jat the Judges couHnot have rec- 
ognized the wishes of the public and re- 
elected Judge Wallace 
as'Presiding 


Judge. He said he had served on sev- 
eral grand juries^in San Francisco and 
all seemed to be controlled by a major- 
ity, packed in the interest of Buckley. 
At one time a county clerk freely admit- 
ted to the grand jury that he had col- 
lected over #2,600 in assessments from 
his deputies, yut the ring in the grand 
jury 
was so strung Unit no indictment 


could be found against the sclf-acknowl 
edged criminal. His whole experience 
•with grand juries wns that nothing could 
\>e done against boodlers. 


The statement of Mr. Gibbs to the Su 


perior Judges, shows the necessity of 
having an honest and courageous man 
like Wallace for Presiding Judge of the 
Superior Court of Sun Francisco. It has 
been shown that it will not do to be gov- 
erned by precedent in selecting and im- 
paneling grand juries to investigate offi- 
cial scoundrelism and public plunderers 
•where the officers of the law are tools ol 
tNe bosses and tho boodlers. Judge 
Troutt may be as honest as Judge Wai 
Vice, but if he is governed by orecedent 
as the Judges were 10 electing him, ic 
impaneling grand juries, judging by Mr 
Gibba' experience, the boodle/s will have 
no occasiou to emigrate to Canada.

Not only do they assert this them- 
selves but statements of their officers and 
the characters of the men prove it. Cap- 
tain Schley says lie B»W a number of them 
only twenty minutes before the row began, 
and waa astonished to see how sober and 
well-behaved they were. Forty-three of the 
men who were ashore were petty officers and 
all were men who received special priviligee 
on account of long continued good con- 
duct. 
All had 
th»ir 
reputations to 


loss 
The petty officers are men promoted 


to that rank for efficiency and long service, 
sobriety and general good conduct, and are 
not accustomed to get drunk and lose what 
they have attained. 


At the afternoon session J. B. Larson, 


John H. Davidson, John Hamilton, Charles 
Abbey, Jerry Anderson and L. A. Wallace, 
members of the Baltimore's crew who 
were attacked by Chileans, all testified tbat 
they had beon warned that the Chileans 
would mob them. They all declare the 
Baltimore's men were sober and that the 
attack was unprovoked. 


The work ot tbe Commission is now 


proceeding rapidly and probably will be 
finished in a week. Repairs on the Balti- 
more will be vety slight.

The National Executive Silver Commit- 


tee Issues un Address. 


WASHINGTON, January 8.—The National 


Executive Silver Committee to-night issued 
a long address. It says continued experi- 
ence demonstrates that there can be no ad- 
equate final solution of tbe money question 
bat by re-endowing silver with a momy 
function, making silver 
coins standard 


money co-equal with gold, for all money 
used. The present policy of making sub- 
sidiary money of silver to be redeemed bj 
gold, is unsafe and must end. The supply 
of gold is admittedly inadequate to provide 
for tho world's need of money and will rap 
icily increase tin valu?, and prices of com- 
modities measured by gold will fall. 
It is 


reasonably certain that the snpply of both 
metals will be sufficient to maintain fairly 
stable relations between money and com- 
modities, and thus secure to the industrial 
world what it has sorely laoki-d since 1873, 
The bug>iboo of foreign silver ooming here 
no longer a'avms intelligent men. Silver 
would be $1 24 an ounce bore; it is $1 38 
in India, and with open mints would be 
$1 33 in the States ot the Latin Union, 
<vhioh is the value of all coined silver of 
Europe. If the value of silver here should 
fall to fifty cents an ounce, as it probably 
would if demonetized, while its pntchasing 
power among two-thirds of ths population 
of the globe continues at from $1 33 to 
$1 38, theu the production of silver in this 
country should be made a crime, as its pro- 
ducfon and sa'e here at o low price, while 
used in other countries at a high price, 
would be destructive of our agricultural 
and manufacturing intertsU. The silver 
question, therefore, is the issue that virtu- 
ally concerns the welfare of the industrial 
classes, and business generally, and wiii 
not down at the bidding of any party. 
Nor 


can it be ignored or dodged that the only 
permanent settlement of it is the restora- 
tion of free bimetallic coinage or the ulti- 
mate abandonment of tbe principal of the 
automatic regulation of money through tb«

Hon. Wm. Springer, speaking on the

Kinley bill were to outrageous and op- 
pressive as to demand an immediate repeal 
or modification, and he thought something 
in this direction might be accomplished.

Poultry Furming; for Women- 


Why in the world aro not a few more 


enterprising women, with a small capi- 
tal at their disposal, coming forward as 
poultry farmers? There are one or two 
already "in the trade" and doing ex 
ceedingly well, and there are hundreds 
and thousands of women who "mate a 
little money" by selling eggs and poultry 
in an amateurish way. But while we 
have such facts before us as the follow 
ing, which comes from a reliable source 
it is not amateurs, but practical profes 
aionals that are required. 


During the last eight months no less 


than 114,855,300 eggs were exported from 
Russia into England. 
They represented 


a value of 2,250,000 rubles. The condi- 
tions under which poultry farming may 
be successfully carried on are infinitely 
more favorable in this country than in 
Russia. Why, therefore, should not 
English eggs supply the English market? 


Of course poultry farming means some- 


thing besides the acquisition of a small 
"run" and the proper placement of a few 
nests with nest eggs, but the science of 
rearing chickens is pretty well exact and 
not very complicated, and there is no 
doubt that if poultry farming is done in 
a practical and businesslike way it will 
have practical and satisfactory results.

The halls, sitting room, dining room and 
library are the most appropriate places 
for the holly. Place large branches over 
mantels and sideboard and some of the 
pictures.

Have 
long spraya of English ivy in small, 
wide mouthed bottles, which can be 
hung behind picture frames. Twine the 
ivy around the supporting wires and tl}e 
frames. Do not hang the greens near a 
nre or over a register. They curl and 
wilt very quickly when exposed to dry 
heat. 
At least a week before Christmas get 


»t the florist's about fifty cents' worth of 
the green stuff called "Wandering Jew." 
This will fill several bowls and vases. 
Arrange it gracefully in the various 
dishes and fill with water. After wip 
ing the outside of the receptacles per- 
fectly dry, place on the corners of man- 
tels, bookcases, etc. Change the water 
every other day. To do this do not dis- 
turb tho plants; simply hold the vase 
under the faucet and let the fresh water 
run until all the old is displaced. In a 
week's time the vines will have grown 
in to a graceful, luxuriant mass, and with 
cure they can be kept in this condition 
for months. 


Smilux, asparagus fern and other deli- 


cate vines can be used for pictures and 
statuary, but the expense puts them out 
of the roach of the majority of people. 
TLore is a hardy wild fern which all flor- 
ists keep now and sell for about ten cents 
a dozen sprays. Buy a few dozen o) 
those and place them on the cellar floor. 
Sprinkle well and they will keep foi 
weeks. A large bowl filled with thes« 
and a few Cowers will make an effective 
piece for tho center of the dinner table; 
or the howl can ue placed on a low table 
in any of the rooms. Those suggestions 
arc for people with modest purses.—La- 
dies' Home Journal.
